Swallow goes south ; 
faces drug charges 



James Edwin (Jesse) Swallow, 3-1. of An- 
tioch has been indicted by a federal grand 
jury in Ft.. Lauderdale, Fla. on drug related 
charges stemming from- an. international 
drug ring investigation centered in Lake 
County; ~ 

Swallow, who reportedly has been a 
resident of Antioch for the past 10 years and 
whose last known address was on North 
-Averrwas-charged-with twQ-counts-bf-con-— 
spiracy to smuggle marijuana. and two, coun- 
ts of conspiracy to distribute marijuana. 

Lake County Sheriff Tom Brown said that 
Swallow has a history of criminal activity in 
Lake County from. 1967 to 197.7 including 
disorderly conduct, criminal damage to 
property, criminal trespass to property and 
possession of narcotics. His last arrest in 
Lake County was in 1977. 

•Swallow was among 14 persons associated 



with a now-dcfuncl nationwide marijuana 
smuggling ring, according lo' indictments 
handed down in Florida. 

The. ring was allegedly headed by Donald 
Steinberg, an Algonquin man now serving a 
sentencc.of KL'yeai'sJoJil'e on drug charges. 
The new indictments fociis on the ring's 
national anrilnlernational operations. 

Also indicted on two counts of conspiracy 
-t<)-snuiggle-aiKl.x(jnspirac>L^L(lis.liibule_^vjis 
Jerome Angstetvot'Carpenlersville.. 

Jack Savage, formerly a Chicago com- 
modities broker, was indicted Feb. 9, in Ft. 
Lauderdale also on two counts of conspiracy 
to smuggle marijuana and two counts of con- 
spiracy to distribute. The other if indicted 

were not TromTllinois.x

At least two schools in the Northwest 
Suburban- Conference are considering a 
move to the North Suburban Conference. 

According to Antioch High School Supt. 
Warren Polley, his school asked., for a , 
meeting between the two conferences to 
discuss possible realignment. The request 
was made at a meeting* of Northwest Subur- 
ban Conference schools, put no date has been 
setas yet to discuss realignment. ' 

Polley. stressed that his schoor is not drop- 
ping Out of the Northwest Suburban. "We 
.have been having conferences of this type 
frorrv time .to .lime for 15 years," said Polley. 

"We'd just like to sit down and talk," he 
added. ,", . 

Warren Township High School Supt. Calvin 
Leader said the major concern is com- 
petitive competition, especially at the lower 
levels. .'"'. 

"Warren and Antioch High Schools have 
discussed the decreasing opportunities for 
students to participate and compete with 
some existing schools in the NWSC and the 
prognosis for the future indicates the poten- 
tial for further decreases," said Leader. 

Leader and Polley both noted that their 
greatest concerns are at the lower levels of 
competition. r 

"At Antioch High School we have a strong 



under class sports policy," said Polley, who 
explained a concern for lack of competition, 
especially a t lower levels; — — — - — 

"The decreasing opportunities are par- 
ticularly true at the lower levejs," confirmed 
Leader. ■ . * , - • - 

Leader said the request for consideration 
of realignment was made by the two schools' 
coaching staffs. . -~' . 

Many schools in the Northwest "Suburban 
Conference, Polley explained, are ex- 
periencing declining enrollments. 
Enrollment at Antioch is at 1,700 students 
while most of the .other schools in the con- 
ferenceare around 9,00. '■■■". . 

"We'd just like to talk about some realign- 
ment. Maybe there wdnTbe any," said 
Polley. "The emphasis is on consideration at 
this point," added Leader. 

Present members of the Northwest Subur- 
ban Conference besides Antioch and Warren 
are Grayslake, Round Lake, Grant, Waucon- 
da. Lake Zurich and Stevenson. 

Stevenson will bejeaving the NWSC next 
season to move to the North Suburban. They 
willbe replaced in the NWSC alignment by 
Johnsburg. 

North Suburban member schools are Zion- 
Benton, Niles North, North Chicago, Fenton, 
Libertyville, Mundelein, and Lake Forest.
